For three full days there has now. been 
no serious infantry fighting before Verdun. 
The great battle has extended over more 
than three weeks—much grigt | than ay 
similarly localised effort on the wes tern 
front, except the Yser-Ypres battle in the 
autumn of 1914, which was spread over 
nearly five weeks. It remains to be seen 
whether we have now reached the end, 


“or only a calm which heralds a new break- 


ing of the storm. There is on the one 
side the profound moral damage, at home 
and abroad, which the Germans will 
suffer if they confess already that their 
great stroke in the west has failed. 
There is on the other side the fact that 
the Germans still confront the main 


suffering losses which equal, 
not exceed, those sustained in the Yser- 
Ypres battle. In the three phases of the 
attack which have so far been revealed 
the enemy have in no case done more 
than drive in the French advanced posi- 
tions. The first attack from the north 
on the east bank of the Meuse made no 
appreciable progress after it came into 
contact a fortnight ago with the main 
line of defence on the plateaux of Douau- 
mont and Vaux, and there it has since 
been fought to a standstill. The second 
atfack against the Meuse heights from 
the east was beaten as much by the 
horrible condition of the Woevre country 
as by the French artillery, and is not 
likely to be seriously pressed again. Inthe 
third attack on the west bank of the 
Meuse the Germans have not, réached 
even yet the main line-of French resist- 
ance, This lies a mile or ¢wo in rear 
of the Oie Crest and the Mort “Homme, 
which are chiefly valuable to the French 
as artillery positions from which to en- 
filade the enemy's trenches across the 
river. Such is the Germans’ situation 
after three weeks of the most violent and | 
intense effort.

Pensions and Recruiting. 


In the letter on “ Recruiting and Allow- 
ances ' which we print to-day The'O’Conor 
Don raises a question of some import- 
ance. He complains of long delays in the 
granting of pensions to soldiers who have 
been disabled in the war, and in the pay- 
ment of allowances to the dependents of 
soldiers on active service. - He cites 
three cases of which he has per- 
sonal knowledge. The case of Private 
Ward, of the 4th Battalion Con- 
naught Rangers—if the facts are stated 
fully and correctly—is a heart-breaking 
story of official stupidity and carelessness.

The actual estimates of ex- 
penditure have not been reduced either 
by the Corporation or by the Poor Law 
Boards, and, but for the revaluation, the 
new rates would be higher by several pence. 
Last year the estimate of revenue required 
from the municipal rates was £381,391 ; this 
year it is £395,626, an increase of? more 
than £14,000. Last year the estimate of 
North Union charges was £56,137, and of 
South Union charges £50,000; this year 
the estimates are, respectively, £66,795 
and £55,452, an increase of ten thousand 
pounds in the North Union and of five thou- 
sand pounds inthe South Union. The in. 
crease in the total estimates is equivalent 
to an increase of sixpence in the rates. In 
other words, if this year's estimates had 
been kept down to the amount of last 
year’s, the rates would be less than ten 
shillings on the north side, and little more 
than nine shillings on the south side. In 
view of present conditions, it was the duty 
of the Corporation to try to bring the 
estimates even below the amount of last 
year’s. The Chamber of Commerce re- 
minded the Corporation of the extent to
